POULTRY, FISH, CAGE BIRDS,

USE CAMPHOR. ; 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Poultry Corfespondent says :— 


Various ailments are not only likely to start ~ 


during hot, dry weather, but they are 
also more likely te inerease among the 
poultry. The water vessels must be extra 
carefully cleaned, and as often as possible 
fresh water given during the day. This 
is not to say you must keep changing it 
all the time, but at feeding time make 
sure that it is clean and fresh. If the 
vessels are carefully placed where dust 
cannot be scraped into them, and in the 
shadey the water wilk not require to he so 
frequentl: changed. However, a fresh 
daily supply must always be given. 
Camphor placed in the drinking water 
during summerisa very good preventive 
of disease. A lump can be placed in 
each drinking vessel, and when the water 
is changed it can be taken out, and, put 


hack again as a lump, wil last for a long - 


time. It should always be used when 
there is any signs of gapes, as it is a 
very good preventive of this disease. 
Pills of camphor can be given two or 
three times a day to the young birds 
which show signs of it.

ELECTRICITY FOR THE 
HOME. 


, 


In this country the housewife, if her cir- 


| cumstances be too modest to permit her a 


servant, need no longer be a household 
drudge. Electricity makes available a host 
of mechanical servants ready and willing at 
any hour of the day or night to spring into 
life at the touch of a switch. They can be 
everywhere in the house from the basement, 
through the kitchen, the diningroom andi 
living rooms, and on upstairs into the bed- 
rooms and even the attic. These mechanical 
servants have the power of a multitude, and 
the things they are able to do in the house- 
hold are legion. Their jobs are everywhere, 
and they are done much more efficiently and 
thoroughly than the old-fashioned methods 
could ever hope to do them. 

The ideal home is the dream of many an 
Trish housewife to-day. Let us take a glimpse 
into the ideal home which is completely 
electrified. Many of the devices for doing 
the hard, back-breaking work of the home 
are so common that the mistress forgets they 
are actually the product of the last few 
years. She forgets, or, perhaps, never stops 
to think, as she slips through her routine 
duties without effort and without aching 
muscles, that at some place, anywhere from 
a few miles to two hundred miles distant, 
there is a great power station running cease- 
lessly ready to do her bidding at any 
moment. 

In the basement or outside scullery we find 
first the electric washing machine. — Soiled 
clothes, together with soap and water, are 
dumped into it. At the touch of a switch 
this machine begins its work, and the house- 
wife can go about her duties secure in the 
knowledge that in a very short space of 
time these soiled clothes will be quite as 
clean, or cleaner, than they wert on the day 
they came from the shops. Gone are hours of 
arduous labour over the washing board, .No 
more physical efiort is necessary than that 
which is required to turn a little switch, and 
so far as the htavy work is concerned, wash- 
ing day is over. When the clothes are ready 
for the ironing board there is an electric iron 
readv for use. The hot iron and the heavy 
flat irons, which had to be lifted back and 
forth from the stove to the board, have also 
vanished. 


The Electrically-Equipped Kitchen. 


Passing into the pantry we find it equipped 
with an electric refrigerator. Here again is an 
incomparable comfort. The temperature with- 
in the refrigerator never varies one degree, 
regardless of the seasons. Food of all kinds 
is preserved fresh and cool, and neat little 
cubes of ice can be made for cooling drinks 
in the hot weather. 

Going into the kitchen we find that it bears 
little resemblance to the majority of the 
kitchens in this country. At one side is the 
electric range. If the problem is one of 
baking the oven can be brought quickly to any 
desired temperature, a boon which is almost 
priceless. The average housewife can accom- 
plish things which ordinarily are only pare 
to the most skilful chef. On the table there 
are the electric beaters and stirrers, which 
eliminate much of the physical labour of 
preparing the raw materials for the electric 
range. 

In the diningroom there are numerous con- 
venience outlets for the appliances that can 
be used there. On the dining or side table 
is an electric toaster. If cleaning is to be 
done, there is the vacuum cleaner, with its 
various attachments for rugs, furniture, 
curtains and cushions. It requires no greater 
effort than that required by a school teacher 
using a pointer. The carpet sweeper, which 
would never get into the corners or do 
iwthing except pick up some of the dirt in 
the centre of the room, and the broom, which 
did nothing more than swept the dust from 
the floor on to the furniture, the pictures, 
and the draperies, together with the labour 
required to operate them, have all vanished. 
Thoroughly cleaning one room or many rooms 
is a task as easily accomplished as brushing 
one’s hair. The bogey of “ spring cleaning ”’ 
no longer exists. 


Complete Wiring Necessary. 


The ideal home, completely wired for the 
use of electric appliances, is, indeed, the 
home of a hundred comforts. It is lighted 
throughout with electricity, which gives that 
cheery atmosphere that makes a house a 
home. -Electric light is clean. At the touch 
of a switch a room is flooded with illumina- 
tion. When not in use it can be instantly 
turned off; there need be no waste. Switches 
can be placed anywhere a person desires them. 
For instance, on the stairway it is possible to 
turn on a light at the end and switch it off at 
the top, and vice versa, the same light being 
controlled by two switches. The importance 
of good light, giving steady intensity, cannot 
be over-estimated. It saves the eyesight. 
The use of electricity in the homes of go- 
ahead countries is steadily increasing. It is 
increasing with even greater rapidity than 
its use in industry. It is usually the smallest 
item in the family budget, and the value 
received cannot be exaggerated.

446 CERTIFICATES AND PRIZES. 


An interesting function took place in the 
Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street, Dublin, yes- 
terday afternoon, when Mr. J. X. Murphy, 
vice-chairman; “Alliance and Dublin Con- 
sumers’ Gas Company, presented 446 certifi- 
cates and prizes to the successful pupils who 
had competed in the gas cooking competi- 
tions of 1934.

He would not have the slightest objection to 
bringing in a certain number of people of one 
political view, but when they put the entire 
recruiting into the hands of those men it 
seemed to him that, apart from any other 
Stories one might hear, the Government’s in- 
tentions seemed to be most ominous.

MILITARY TRIBUNAL. 


Referring to the Military Tribunal, he 
said that it was important that they should 
secure that there were not going to be more 
politicians, and, perhaps, put into the posi- 
tion even of membership of that Tribunal. 

Mr. BAGWELL thought that some amend- 
ment was justified by the creation of the 
Volunteer Reserve Force. On the other 
hand, the Constitution of the Army was im- 
portant, and there should be no risk of 
breaking any continuity of its constitutional 
position or control.

MINISTER'S REPLY. 


BILL AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, 


Mr. AIKEN, Minister for Defence, said 
that Senator Blythe was well aware that the 
last Government had promised, from 1923 
to 1941, to introduce a permanent Army bill. 
No steps were taken to carry out that pro- 
mise, and one of the first things he did on 
taking office was to call the General Staff of 
legal officers together to prepare a complete 
amendinent to the Army Act. Work had 
been going on steadily since, and the bill had 


ieft his office. He could not promise 
more than that before the expiration 
of the time provided in the amendment 


to introduce a bill amending the whole Army 
Act. He could give no promise that it would 
‘be introduced before the end of the present 
year, but it would be done as soon as 
possible. It all depended on the pressure of 
other Government Departments. 

For a number of years Senator Blythe had 
been trying to sow the seeds: of dissension, 
while pretending to be a man of peace. 

Mr. Blythe had spoken of rumours circu- 
lating, and he was one of the principal 
agents in circulating the rumour that a cer- 
tain gentleman was coming over to replace 
the Chief of Staff. He quoted from records 
to show that the number of officers resigned 
voluntarily, compelled to resign, or dismissed 
was four times greater during the years 
1929-31 than since the present Government 
took office. 

So far as he was concerned, the Army had 
behaved magnificently. He took over charge, 
and, although they had been on opposite 
sides in the civil war, the officers. of the 
Army were prepared to do anything the 
Government directed. These things showed 
that the reason of Senator Blythe’s amend- 
ment was absolutely without foundation. If 
he were proposing the amendment with a 
view to getting permanent legislation in order 
to implement the promises: of both Govern- 
ments, he would have sympathy with him, 
but that was not his reason. He had given 
as his reason that if the Army Bill continued 
for three months, that grave and dangerous 
abuses might take place, and also that the 
powers that the Army Act gave the Govern. 
ment might be used in a manner which would 
menace the rights and liberties of the people. 
If the Senate thought there was a danger of 
the Government using those powers in that 
way, the proper course would be to refuse 
to pass the Arn.y Act for three months, or 
even for a day. He could not see what 
virtue there was in taking those powers from 
the Government at the end of three months 
rather than at the end of twelve months. 
If it was necessary to deprive the Govern- 
ment of these powers and create a revolu- 
tionary situation that should be done at once. 
If the Government was not fit to have the 
powers for twelve months it was not fit to 
have them for three months. 


THE ARMY OATH. 


Senator Milroy had quoted from the 
President that the Army was pledged to 
support the national policy of the elected 
Government. Members of the army took the 
ordinary army oath to the Constitution. He 
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took it that the oath to the Constitution 
was a promise by soldiers to support the 
Government in whatever policy qvas decided 
in accordance with law. 

Referring to allegations against the Volun- 
teers, he said that, as far as he was con- 
cerned, if it was, brought to his notice that 
any Volunteer behaved in a disorderly man- 
ner, or had taken part in maltreating his 
neighbour, he would not be in the Army for 
one day. Young men of the country were 
asked in the Volunteers to come forward in 
order to strengthen natioral discipline and 
obey any Government elected by the people. 
If anyone dishonoured the uniform by be- 
having in an ill-disciplined way, that uni- 
form would be taken away as quickly ag he 
(the Minister) could take it. 

Senator Blythe had made a most unfair 
atiack on the.members of the Military Tri- 
banal. If that attack was made by somebody 
else, it could be forgiven, but Senator Blythe 
was responsible for asking five officers to take 
the onerous and unpopular job of sitting as 
members of the Tribunal, and he should be 
the last to cast aspersions on their honour. 
As far as the Government was concerned 
these men had carried out their duties in a 
fair and impartial manner. 

Mr. 8. L. BROWN said that he was of 
opinion that the time provided in the amend- 
ment was too short. It was only giving a 
month for the introduction of new legisla- 
tion and discussion in the Dail before it 
reached the Senate. He asked Senator 
Blythe to entend the time. 

Mr. MILROY said that if the Minister for 
Defence was correct there was no such pledge 
as the President was reported to have referred 
to at Mullingar, and that the President -was 
talking through his hat, When imatters of 
such serious import were being discussed it 
was extremely important that Ministers 
should make up their minds as to what 
exactly was their viewpoint, and stand over 
it—that the head of the Executive Council 
would not go down the country and nake a 
statement, and get one of his Ministers to 
repudiate its accuracy in that House. 


EXTENDING THE TIME. 


Mr. BLYTHE said that as a number of 
Senators thought the time a little too short, 
he was prepared to extend the amendment to 
four months instead of .three. 


Mr. CONNOLLY, Minister for lands, 
thougth that the extension would not 
facilitate even what Senator Brown had in 
mind, The business before the Oireachtas at 


present might go on until! August, and the 
question. was when would the Dail 
reassemble, and how long would it take to 
put through a heavy and _ complicated 
measure. 

On a division, the amendment, as amended, 
was carried by 22 votes to 12. 

The Committee stage was passed, and the 
Report stage fixed for next Wednesday. 


DETENTION OF BOOKS. 


Sir John KEANE moved: “ That, in the 
opinion of the Senate, closer co-ordination 
was desirable in regard to the detention of 
books on importation under Section 42 of the 
Customs Consolidation Act, 1876, and the 
censcrship of books under the Censorship of 
Publications Act, 1929. | 

He said that a susbstantial number of 
people with intellectual interests had been 
very much affected by -the lack of 
co-ordination between the two statutes. There 
were extraordinary inconsistencies and re- 
actions, one upon the other. The 1876 Act 
was the principal one under which the im- 
portation of undesirable books was prevented 
until the Censorship Act of 1929 was passed. 
He would say nothing about the Censorship 
Act except that it did not appear to hinder 
the curious, but protected the innocent. He 
made no complaint about its administration, 
but would like to know what was happening 
under the earlier Act. 


HELD UP. 


Apparently from time to time, with no 
central purpose or control, books were being 
held up under the earlier Act. His object in 
bringing ithe motion forward was to ascertain 
the policy under which the Act was adminis- 
tered, because to the ordinary outsider there 
appeared to be no policy. A book was held 
up at one port and let in free at another. 
A book published in June last was ordered 
by a person here on reading a review in an 
entirely creditable paper, which would satisfy 
one that the book was not grossly obscene. 
At the port it was stopped, and the person 
who had ordered it had written several times 
to the Customs Department for an explana- 
tion, but all that came back were postcards 
in Trish, which, on being translated by a 
neighbour in the. Gaeltacht, said that the 
matter was receiving attention. 

An even more curious case was that of a 
book which had been stopped in certain cases, 
but which appeared in serial form in a cross- 
Channel paper circulating here. Neither book 
had yet been censored. Another book was 
being stopped in a haphazard fashion at cer- 
tain ports, and had not yet been censored. 
The only conclusion was that individual 
Customs officers could act as they thought fit. 

He hoped that the Minister would give an 
explanation of the powers by which these 
books were stopped by the Customs officers, 
and under what conditions they could be re- 
leased ; and if they were not censored should 
there not be some redress to the people who 
suffered the inconvenience, 


CO-ORDINATION. 
Mr. CONNOLLY, Minister for Lands, said 


that the question of co-ordination between 
the two departments could easily be answered, 
There was co-ordination, The chief grievance 
that Senator Keane suffered from was the re 
sult of an ancient enactment which was still 
in existence—the’ Customs Consolidation Act 
of 1876, which gave power to the Customs 
officers to remove and examine anything in 
the nature of obscene literature or other 
material. That was an inhertance trom 
1876, and he did not think that there woukl 
be any tendency in this country to remove it. 
A Customs officer could remove one of these 
books if, in his opinion, he thought it 
obscene, and he could either return it or 
forward it to the Censorship Board for the 
Board to rule on it, but the officer was quite 
within his rights in preventing the book from 
being delivered. In. one of the books 
mentioned—‘‘ The Straphanger’’—one page 
alone had been pointed out to him (the 
Minister), and he thought that if any book 
might be considered to be brought under 
censorship that book certainly might. 

Mr. S. L. BROWN suggested that the Act 
of 1876 might be amended, and reference to 
books taken out of it. A Customs officer, 
after all, had no opportunity of judging the 
nature of a book, and it would be much better 
if the matter were left in the hands of the 
Censorship Board 

Colonel MOORE said that a number of 
books were censored that were far more moral 
than the works of Shakespeare or cther 
writers. 

Mr. CONNOLLY said that he would bring 
the point raised by Senator Brown to the 
notice of the Minister for Justice. There was, 
however, literature coming tlirough not in 
the nature of books, and it might be desirable 
to leave the power in the hands of the 
Customs officers to keep it out altogether. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that he had ven- 
tilated the matter, and would withdraw his 
motion. 

The Fisheries (Tidal Waters) Bill, 1934, 
was passed through all its stages. 

The House adjourned until 3 p.m. next

BILL. 


DENOUNCED IN 
THE DAIL. 


“EXAGGERATION OF 
ALT; THAT IS BAD.”

(y the fifth stage of the Electoral (Re- 


vision of Constituencies) Bill, 1934, 
in the Dail yesterday, 

Professor O’SULLIVAN (U.I., Kerry) 
said that the bill bore on its face marks of 
the most extraordinary efforts of jerryman- 
dering that any Parliament was ever asked 
to consent to. The Government and 
party hoped by the bill to save a certain 
amount from the wreckage. ‘The principles 
of proportional representation were still pre- 
served under the bill, but anyone acquainted 
with the system must know that three-mem- 
ber constituencies were almost incompatible 
with the idea of the working of proportional 
representation. Altogether, two-thirds of 
the constituencies were three or four-member 
constituencies. 

lt was one of the most glaring pieces of 
carving up, regardless of Sieterinat connec- 
tion, that anyone had ever heard tell of. 
Carlow was an outstanding example. That 
county was being divided up between Kil- 
dare, Kilkenny and Wexford. The bill had 
been introduced to benefit the Government’s 
own party. 


A MANIFESTO. - 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD '!U.L., 
Carlow-Kilkenny) said that a peculiar thing 
was noticeable during the progress of the bill, 
and that was that there were times when the 
Government withdrew their Whip, and at 
other times kept it on _ rigidly. 
evident that the Whip was withdrawn when 
a number of Fiarina Fail deputies saw danger 
to their own seats. If anyone observed the 
bill closely, one would see that in relation 
to the provisions of the Constitution, its pur- 
pose was to keep the Dail as large as possible. 

When Fianna Fail took office a bill pro- 
viding for 120 members had been drafted. The 
Fianna Fail. manifesto issued after the Go- 
vernment had been in office for twelve months 
had stated that in its efforts to economise the 
Government would reduce the representation 
in the Dáil and in the Senate. The implica- 
tion of that statement was that the Govern- 
ment was prompted solely by a concern for 
economy; whereas the Government, in its 
present bill, had actually provided for a 
larger Dail than that contaimed in the draft 
bill. The Government wanted to bring in a 
corrupt jerrynwndering bill which would 
benefit their party and would give them more 
deputies per ratio of the population. The bill 
was an exaggeration of everything that was 
bad in principle, and every person who did 
not stand for corruption and jerrymandering 
would necessarily vote against it. 


WORST BLOT OF ALL, 

Mr. MacDERMOT (U.T., Roscommon) said 
that to his mind the worst blot of all in re- 
lation to the new constituencies was the 
treatment of the County Roscommon. County 
Carlow had presented a problem, but County 
Roscommon presented no problem at all. So 
far as he could make out, there was no 
motive for altering it, except that it looked 
to the Government that they might improve 
their position in the county. The result had 
been that County Roscommon would have a 
smaller representation, and would require a 
larger number of votes to return a member 
than any other county. 

They objected to the bill because it did 
not seem to be built on any respectable prin- 
ciple at all. 


MEASURE DEFENDED. 

Dr. RYAN. Minister for Agriculture, reply- 
ing, said that he wondered whether it was in 
the Zrish J'imes that he had seen it stated 
that whatever bill of that nature was brought 
in there would be charges of gerrymandering 
If they were going to have a redistribution 
bill at all they must change some constituen- 
cies, and if there was no problem in Rosco.n- 
mon there was one in County Westmeath. 
He did not think that in any single instance 
had there been any gerrymandering. The re- 
presentation all over the country was fairly 
evenly distributed. In practically’ every 
county the percentage of Fianna Fail and 
Fine Gael voters would be between forty and 
sixty per cent. Mr. Fitzgerala was the last 
man in the House who should talk about cor- 
ruption, because he was the only Deputy who 
could not think, talk nor act honestly. It 
was ridiculous to hear suggestions of gerry- 
mandering. 

On a division, the fifth stage of the bill 
was carried by 38 votes to 32. 


ARMS IN COUNTY 
TIPPERARY. 


QUESTIONS IN THE DAIL. 


— 


In reply to a question in the Dail yesterday 
by Mr. Mulcahy (U.L, North Dublin), the 
MINISTER for JUSTICE said that the 
number of occasions since January last on 
which firearms had been displayed in public 
without lawful authority in County Tipperary 
was three. The figure for the same period 
and county concerning the discharge of fire- 
arms in public without lawful authority was 
seventeen. The police had made five charges, 
and in fifteen other cases no charges had been 
-made. 'Two charges were made before the 
Military Tribunal, and two before a court 
other than the Military Tribunal. One case 
was pending trial before the Miltary 
Tribunal. 

Mr. MULCAHY asked if the Minister could 
sav what policy was behind the system which 
‘did not make a charge where arms were dis: 
charged in public. 
| The MINISTER said there was no policy 
behind it except insufficient evidence. 


SEARCH BY DETECTIVES. 

Mr. MULCAHY asked the Minister for Jus- 
‘tice whether the house of Daniel Ryan, St. 
Patrick’s avenue, Tipperary, was searched by 
detectives on February 17th last; what was 
the reason for the search, and the result; 
whether any articles were removed by the 
detectives; whether any persons were ar- 
rested and charged, and, if so, with what 
result. i 
The MINISTER for JUSTICE replied that 
the answer to the first part of the question 
was in the affirmative. He was not prepared 
to give further information, as police inquiries 
were proceeding, and the matter would pro- 
bably come before the Court. ru 

Mr. MULCAHY asked if the Minister was 
aware that all the circumstances regarding 


was he also aware that a parabellum, a 
Webley, gelignite and detonating material 
had been found in the house, and 
if the Minister would say why no action 
had been taken in that case, while a man 
named Ryan in whose garage weapons were 
found, and who denied all knowledge of 
them, had been brought to trial.

This vote was introduced 
under an Article of the Constitution. The 
Governor-General was necessary for certain 
things. The Constitution provided that he 
should be given a salary equivalent to that 
of the Teena aa of Australia 
(£10,000). That difficulty was got over in 
the present instance by the fact that the 
Governor-General returned £8,000 of the 
money to the national treasury. They were 
also compelled by the Constitution to make 
provision for the upkeep of the Governor- 
General’s establishment. He agreed that 
the Governor-General performed no really 
necessary functions. Fianna Fail were 
determined to end that office. 


REDUCED EXPENDITURE. 


The people who now opposed this vote did 
not object to paying five times this amount 
to a former occupier of the position of 
Governor-General, Since Fianna Fail came 
inte office they had reduced the expenditure 
on the Governor-General’s office by £21,435. 
It was true that the former Governor- 
General attended a few race meetings and 
other functions, but were those services 
on which the Opposition set such value 
worth £25,665 to the people ! 

The Government’s attitude to the office 
of Governor-General. was well known. 
They would get rid of it to-morrow if there 
were not certain obligations in the Treaty 
and Constitution which compelled them to 
retain that office. They hoped to end 
those obligations, which they regarded as 
ridiculous. 


OBNOXIOUS TITLE. 


The very title of Governor-General was 
obnoxious to the Irish people, and it was 
the intention of the Government, with all 
possible speed, to change the position. As 
a preliminary to getting rid of the office 
of Governor-General, they took the step 
of depriving it of as many duties as 
possible, and only leaving those they could 
not get rid of at the moment. Certain 
bills got rid: of certain functions, and 
there were bills to get rid of other 
functions. i 

There was difficulty in getting rid of 
the signing of bills, but even that could 
be got over. The moment they were rid 
of these functions they would get rid ol 
the office. 


THE VICEREGAL LODGE, 


Mr. COSGRAVE said that they should 
have the whole truth in a case like this.

‘THE Secretary of the Admiralty 
announced last night that informa- 
tion has been received from the Commander- 
in-Chief, China, that as a result of naval 
action Lieutenants Luce and Field and 
Messrs. Brand and Watson are now safe 
and well on board H.M.S. Whitshed. 

A Reuter Peking telegram, dated yester- 
day, states that Mr. G. D. Nicholl, the 
Shanghai insurance expert, who was 
among the five British captives taken by 
pirates from the steamer Shuntien, has 
been rescued from a boat by seaplane. 

The other captives, numbering twenty- 
five, have been located from the air. 


THE SEARCH. 


On land, sea and in the air four nations 
were yesterday engaged in the search for 
the pirates. While Chinese troops were 
slowly advancing through the swampy 
country near the mouth of the Yellow 
River, British, American and Japanese 
warships were patrolling the river, and 
seaplanes from HM. aireraft-carrier Eagle 
were flying some thirty miles inland, 
where the pirates are believed to have 
taken refuge. 

The area that is being searched resembles 
the district where Mrs, Pawley and Mr. 
Corkran, and subsequently officers of the 
steamer Nanchang, were held captives. 

A Wei-hai-wei telegram says:—An aero- 
plane from the aircraft carrier Eagle also 
is reported to have spotted a sampan flying 
a white flag, and containing only three non- 
Chinese. 

Authentic information is difficult to 
obtain, but according to this report the 
aeroplane was unable to descend, and there- 
fore returned to the Eagle, to exchange 
wheels for floats, prior to making further 
investigations, 

The Eagle, with four- destroyers, is 
reported to be still patrolling off the mouth 
of the Yellow River, where the pirates are 
supposed to have landed, taking their 
prisoners inland with them. 


THE PIRATES’ LAIR. 


A Chefoo (Shantung) message says :— 
Seaplanes from H.M. aircraft carrier Eagle 
yesterday joined the warships in the search 
for the pirates. The machines are carry- 


ing out reconnaissance over the swampy 


country, thickly grown with reeds, about 
thirty miles up the Yellow River, where the 
pirates are believed to have their lair. 
Permission for air operations was obtained 
from the Chinese iy following 
representations from the British Legation 
in Nanking. The Nanking Government has 
instructed the North China authorities to 
make every effort to capture the pirates, 
and troops despatched by General Han 
Fu-chu, Governor of Shantung, are slowly 
penetrating the difficult country. 

United States and Japanese warships 
are co-operating with the aircraft carrier 
and four British destroyers. When the 
pirates are located the troops will en- 
deavour to surround them. 

So far, no demand for a ransom has 
been received, and it is théught that ulti- 
mately the pirates will take to the hills. 


WOMEN’S BRAVERY. 


Glowing tributes to the courage of the 
women passengers were paid by the cap- 
tain and officers of the Shuntien when 
the vessel called at Tsingtao to-day. 
Among the passengers disembarked were 
Mr. adie Derry, the British Consul at 
Tsingtao, and his wife, Mrs. Handley 
Derry, who was suffering from two slight 
head contusions, caused by her being 
struck with a pirate’s gun. 

The conduct of Mrs. Hutcheon, a 
British woman passenger, who landed at 
Tsingtao with her two children, was es- 
pecially praised. 

Captain Christiansen described how Mrs. 
Hutcheon kept cool and smiling through- 
out the pirates’ raid, in spite of her fear 
that her two little sons would be kid- 
napped. Eee 


BRAVADO. 


Interviewed by the Press Association 
correspondent; Captain Christiansen and 
other officers of the Shuntien said that 
they were certain the pirates had not ar- 
ranged for the junks to await them. The 
desperadoes hailed the junks out of about 
a hundred that were fishing in the neigh- 
bourhood, and forced them to hook along- 
side the Shuntien, at the same time com- 
pelling the Shuntien’s Chinese crew to 
assist in this operation, 

The pirates aill with some bravado 
that they wished a Customs cruiser would 
come in sight, as they would have liked 
to ram her with the Shuntien, which is a 
faster ship. 

Mrs. Learnmouth, an Ametican pas- 
senger, said that she saved a diamond 
ring by hiding it in her hat, and while 
the pirates were looting the baggage she 
had a 100-dollar note in her stocking. 


MR. ROSS’S INJURIES. 


Mr. J. P. Ross, third officer of the 
Shuntien, lay unéonscious on the deck 
from Sunday evening until about five 
o'clock on Monday morning, after he had 
been badly wounded in a fight with the 
pirates. As Mr. Ross was coming down 
from the bridge to the assistance of the 
captain he was shot through the shoulder 
and arm, and his forearm was broken. 

Major Moulson, of the R.A.M.C,, and 
Mrs. Springer, an American nurse, put 
Mr. Ross’s arm in splints and nursed him 
in the captain’s cabin until the Shuntien 
arrived at Chefoo on Tuesday morning. 
Mr. Ross was then removed, with the 
assistance of American Navy men, by 
tender and ambulance to the American 
hospital. His condition continues to be 
very critical. He also suffered a fracture 
of the skull, which proved on X-ray 
examination not to have been caused by a 
bullet, and it is presumed that he was 
clubbed with a Mauser pistol.

This was the keynote of a speech made 
by Sir George Clerk, the British 
Ambassador, to the Anglo-American Press 
here to-day.

Press that we look to drive this lesson 
home,’’ he continued. ‘‘ I am speaking as 
a diplomat of nearly forty years standing, 
who has necessarily travelled a great deal, 
to journalists who have also served their 
apprenticeship, and whose sense of duty to 
the public has, I am sure, taught them 


the value of studied moderation of 
thought and statement. 
‘Lord d’Abernon, in his memoirs, 


called himself an ambassador of peace. 
That was a happy title which might be 
fittingly applied to any British representa: 
tive, since the foreign policy of Britain 
might be summed up as ‘ Seek peace and 
ensure it.’ 

“Hí is easy to enunciate such a policy. 
But it is far from easy to carry it into 
effect. Unless the arts of keeping peace 
and good government can attract, not only 
the best’ minds, but also the best 


| conscience of each succeeding generation, 


the world will inevitably see a repetition 
of the horrors which Europe endured 
throughout the last war. 

“ My task can meet with but slight 
success, unless the Press does its best to

OSLO, Wednesday. 


The German liner, Dresden, ran aground 
at Klepp-on-Dokn Island, in Karnsund, 
near Haugesund. She was refloated with- 
out assistance, but afterwards ran ashore 
voluntarily near  Blikshavn-on-Karmoe 
Island, on the other side of Haugesund. 
The Dresden then sent a wireless message 
to Bergen asking for assistance. 

The salvage steamer, Achilles, left 
Bergen at 9.30 this evening, and is ex- 
pected to arrive at Haugesund within six 
or seven hours. 

Although no details are known here re- 
garding the camage to the Dresden, a 
wireless message picked up by a ceastal 
wireless station speaks of ‘‘ a hole in the 
bottom ”' of the liner. 

The Dresden has a thousand tourists 
on board. 

Two lifeboats of the Dresden were cap- 
sized when being launched in a stiff north- 
westerly gale. All passengers from the 
first were saved, but four women were 
drowned out of the passengers in the 
second. 

The Dresden has been definitely aban- 
doned by the captain and crew.

EGRETTABLE as it is that the most 
recherché individual in all Ireland 
should be exposed to the glaring publicity 
of a Dail- debate, it must be conceded 
that. yesterday’s proceedings in the House 
on the estimate for the Governor-G~ eral 
were characterised by a degree of reticence 
befitting the dignity of an elderly gentle- 
man living in the strictest seclusion on a 
not too modest remuneration 
So remote has this seclusion become 
that to some deputies His Excellency the 
Seanaschal is already passing beyond the 
doubtful status of Governor-Generalship 
and attaining that of legend. Mr. Bennett 
for instance, was not prepared to vouch for 
the actual existence of a Governor-General! 
in this country, but made it plain that he 
was relying entirely on hearsay, while 
Mr. Minch, slightly more optimistic, 
appealed to the’ President, though in- 
effectually to give the people of Kildare 
an assurance that their lost son was in 
good health and strength. Perhaps we 
may yet see the time when on this annua! 
vote the President will produce the 
Governor-General in person as an exhibit, 
thereby causing as great a dramatic effect 
as was achieved by Burke when he pro- 
duced his famous dagger in the House ol 
Commons. 


CHALLENGE AND COUNTER- 
CHALLENGE. 


On the other hand, it may be that before 
that stage is reached, one of the parties 
in the Dail “will have called .he other's 
bluff, either by the Government accepting 
the challenge thrown out by Mr. Minch 
to abolish the office altogether, or by the 
Opposition accepting the . counter- 
challenge of Mr. de Valera to negative 
the vote, instead of merely referring it 
back for consideration. The President 
threw out a significant hint when he sug- 
gested that the reason the Opposition did 
not take this extreme course was fear that 
the Government would agree with them, 
and that the money would consequently 
not be supplied. 

“We would get rid of the office to- 
morrow if’ there were not certain obliga- 
tions involved in the Treaty in the first 
instance, and in the Constitution in the 
second,” he declared, adding with innate 
hyperbolism that ‘‘the very title of 
Governor-General is obnoxious to the Irish 
people.” 

Pointing out that, “as a preliminary.” 
the Government, had got rid of as many 
of the Governor-General’s functions as 
possible, he foreshadowed the introduction 
of bills to get rid of other functions, and 
announced that ‘‘even the difficulty about 
signing bills we think we shall get over.” 

As for the Opposition, their contribu- 
tion to the debate was severely circum- 
scribed by the Speaker’s ruling, rigidly 
enforced, that neither the functions nor 
the activities of the Governor-General! 
might be dealt with on this vote. Their 
chance to follow that line had vanished, 
it seems, with the passine of the vote for 
the President’s Department. Discussion ot 
Mr. Buckley’s salary was also out of order, 
but Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald made the best 
of the limited scope available by analysing 
the expenses allowance, and arriving at 
the conclusion that the present Governor- 
General was actually drawing more money 
for his own pocket than his predecessor 
had done. 

To make matters worse, he described it 
as being a purely gratuitous payment. 
‘“We might as well pitch it into the 
gutter,’’ said he. 

Wn this question of expenditure Mr. ae 
Valera replied that since the present 
Government came into office there had been 
a saving of £21,430 on the office, though 
Mr. Cosgrave partly met this with the 
unchallenged statement that £4,000 of this 
sum was accounted for by an item in 
another vote in respect of the ‘‘ex- 
Viceregal Lodge.’’

MR. MACDERMOT’S DREAM. 


In moving the reference back of the 
estimate Mr. MacDermot was able, with- 
out infringing the ruling of the Chair, to 
dwell a little on his dreams of what the 
Governor-General’s office might have been. 
For one thing, he confessed that he had 
always doubted the wisdom of. appointing 
Trish Governors-General, saving that, while 


it would be obviously undesirable to 
appoint an Englishman, they might 
have promoted liaisons with other 


Dominions by appointing, say, a French- 
Canadian, an Irish-Australian or a South 
African, 

The establishment, then. might be one 
where political opponents might meet on 
a normal basis of friendship, thus serving 
a beneficial purpose, similar to that of the 
Royal establishment in England. Final!y 
he gave the general populace a look in by 
suggesting the desirability of investing the 
office with a display of ceremonial, “ which 
would appeal to the people.” 


THE SECRET SERVICE. 


Having rejected the. motion for refer- 


ence back, the House passed from 
intriguing seclusion of the Governor. 
General to the sinister mystery of the 


Secret Service. Professor O’Sullivan, ob- 
viously without hope of satisfaction, de- 
manded an exhaustive explanation of the 
reasons for the increase of the estimate 
from £10,000 to £25,000, and mentioned 
in that connection the admission of the 
Minister for Justice that he knew all 
about the activities of the I.R.A., while 
Mr. ‘McMenamin followed with -a protest 
against the spending of such a sum on 
what must be least used for political 
espionage, and was, therefore, disposed to 
exacerbate the existing bitterness of poli- 
tical relations. 

The most spectacular feature of the de- 
bate, however, was the clash of those two 


fierce partisans, Mr. Mulcahy and Mr. 


MacKntee. It centred upon a certain 
sworn document which Mr. Mulcahy was 
precluded from introducing by the i is is 
Speaker, and which Mr. MacEntee later 
attempted to introduce while the Speaker 
was in the chair. Checked by Mr. Fahy 
from discussing it directly, Mr. Mac- 
Entee, with a Tartine smile, disclaimed 
any intention of referring to the docu- 
ment, and then proceeded to refer to a 
hypothetical document which the House 
had no doubt would have assumed very 
similar form to the prohibited script had 
he been allowed to develop his line. 

Mr. Fahy, however, had no illusions on

CRITICS AND 
CARPERS. 


The Times in a leading article to-day 
observes:—It may be a sign of sanity 
returning to Germany, that Herr von 
Papen, after his outspoken address to the 
University of Marburg last Sunday, is still 
Vice-Chancellor of the Reich. Herr von 
Papen seems, indeed, to have given expres- 
sion to thoughts which are shared by 
many Germans, and in language which, 
in a free country, would not have been 
regarded as particularly defiant, but many 
Germans are to-day suffering in a con- 
centration camp the penalty of even less 
candour. The Vice-Chancellor’s address. 
amounted to not much more than a plea 
for the right to criticise. He referred, it 
is true, to the pseudo religious materialism, 
which he considered to be endangering the 
National Socialist revolution, but the 
burden of his speech was to ¢ondemn the 
present feverish official campaign against 
critics and carpers. Herr yon Papen 
comes of a caste not accustomed to be 
muzzled, and it is really quite a moderate 
and reasonable suggestion, that the 
criticisms heard within the precincts of 
Nationalist clubs and of Nazi meeting 
places should be given to airing of public 
and manly discussion which, as the 
speaker said, was entirely lacking in the 
German Press at the moment. 

The Times adds that the speech was 
another indication—and there have been a 
good many lately—that misgivings are 
widespread, and that as the number of the 
discontented ia the ranks of the Naais 
themselves increases they tend to divide 
into two camps—those who want another 
revolutionary drive to purge the movement 
of every doubtful element, and those who 
would welcome a relaxation of the present 
restrictions.

A significant pronouncement by the 
spokesman of the Japanese Admiralty 
claiming that it is absolutely necessary to 
revise the Washington Naval Treaty was

‘Lhe spokesman was replying to a con- 
tention made by Admiral Pratt, former 
Chief of Operations of the United States 
Navy, in an article in the July issue of 
Foreign Affairs, in which he argued that 


| Japan did not need an increase of the 


present 5.5.3 naval ratio with Great Britain 
and the United States. The spokesman 
pointed out that the Washington Treaty 
was thirteen years old, and that, in the 
meantime, the international situation had 
undergone a remarkable change. 

He added that the same considerations 
should apply to the London Naval Treaty 
of 1930, which, he said, Japan had 
accepted conditionally. He declared that 
it was the national conviction of Japan that 
she must possess sufficient naval strength 
to safeguard her national position in the 
Pacific, where the American fleet was con- 
centrated. He pointed out that in time of 
war Japan’s obligations as a neutral would 
be greatly increased, in view of the birth 
of the State of Manchukuo, whose defence 
Japan had undertaken to safeguard. 

Finally, he maintained that 1t was a 
mistake to imagine that Japan would be 
financially unable to stand the strain of a 
competition in naval armaments, and urged 
the revision of the present ratios to 
provide against all possible emergencies, in 
view of the attitude taken by the League 
of Nations towards Japanese policy in Man- 
churia and the growth of international 
restrictions against Japan’s trade. 

The statement by the official spokesman 
raised the greates; interest among those 
taking part in te Anglo-American naval 
talks, says Reuter. It was,pojnte! out, 
however, that until Japan” put forward 
this claim officially it could not be dis- 
cussed. In this connection Keuter under- 
stands that at the meeting between Mr. 
Norman Davis and Mr. Matsudaira it was 
revealed that a Japanese naval officer was 
on his way to London bearing som) in- 
structions as to the presentation of 
Japan’s case at the London talk:. 

In the event of Japan demanding naval 

arity, it is expected that the United 
States, before entering into the discussions, 
will require a very much more reasoned 
and detailed explanation of Japan’s de- 
sire.

NSS IRELAND farmers who 
reside on the border and who send 
their milk to Free State creameries, may 
be deprived of the advantages of the new 
Northern Ireland Milk Marketing Bull. 
This fact was revealed to-day in the 
Senate, on the report stage of the Milk 
and Milk Products Bill; when Viscount 
Charlemont, Leader of the House, refused 


| to accept an amendment that, in respect 


to payments to producers the word 
“creamery ” in the bill should be. inter- 
pretec. as covering a creamery in the Free 
State to which Northern Ireland producers 
were in the habit of sending milk. 

The insertion of the requisite clause was 
moved in the Senate by Mr. J. 
of Fermanagh, who said that owing to the 
way the bill had been rushed through he 
had not time to put down an amendment 
in the Committee stage. 


FARMERS AFFECTED, 


The Minister of Agriculture, he said, 
seemed to regard this bill as a small 
matter, dealing with a small number of 
people; but it affected a large number of 
the farming community. 

Apparently ‘the Minister had not 
visualised the position of the farmers 
living along the border. These farmers 
did not make the border, nor were they in 
any way responsible for it. They should, 
however, receive the same treatment as 
other milk producers in Northern Ireland. 
The Free State granted a subsidy to milk 
producers in the Free State, and, in doing 
so, allowed the grant to be given to the 
milk suppliers coming across the border 


to the Free State creameries. In that 
matter the Northern farmers had been 
treated more leniently than they were 
going to be treated by the Northern 
Minister of Agriculture. Why should 
these milk producers be deprived of 


the same bonus as any other milk pro- 
ducers within the Six Counties? He 
was speaking, he said, on behalf of 
people who did not think as he did, either 
politically or religiously. Seventy per 
cent. of them differed from him in these 
respects, but he put forward their 
grievances, and he thought it was the duty 
of the House to consider them. 


FREE STATE CASE. 


Referring to a creamery at Pettigo, in 
the Free State, Mr. Hughes said that the 
management were quite prepared to do 
anything to comply with the wishes of the 
Minister of Agricuture. They were pre- 
pared to establish an office tn Northern 
Ireland and produce their books showing 
all the Northern Ireland milk producers 
who sent them supplies. If these milk 
producers had to send their milk elsewhere 
the amount spent upon cartage would 
absorb the whole amount of benefit which 
they would get under the scheme. 

Mr. J. McLoughlin said that along the 
Armagh border there was a creamery about 
a mile on the Free State side largely sup- 
plied by Northern farmers. The only other 
creamery on the Northern side of the 
border was four or five miles distant. It 
would be a matter of great inconvenience 
to these farmers and a serious financial 
loss to send their milk to these other 
creameries. 


BUSINES*® CONNECTION, 
Some of these farmers had also a 


financial interest in the Free State 
creamery and would not like to sever any 
business connection they had with this 
creamery. 

Viscount Charlemont said that he 
regretted his inability to accept the amend- 
ment, because there would be insuperable 
difficulties in the way of arranging equali- 
sation payment in respect of milk delivered 
to creameries outside Northern Ireland, and 
over which the Minister of Agriculture 
would have no control. He promised, how- 
ever, to bring to the notice of the Minister 
of Agriculture the difficulties of the pro- 
ducers concerned, 

The report stage of the bill was passed.

- _ eial between Leinster and Ulster at 
Fitzwilliam, but, unfortunately, not many 
people turned up to see the first appearance 
of an Ulster team in Dublin, and they missed 
quite an interesting contest. Leinster won 
easily by 8 matches to 1; yet one could 
imagine some of these Ulster players making 
a rapid advance if they only had more time 
to devote to the game. In any -case this 
visit and their experience against stronger 
opponents than they usually meet should do 
them all good, 

The Ulster champion, P. P. Jackson, who 
played so well in winning his title last week, 
was rather a disappointment. He is tall and 
strongly-built, but, apart from a fine service, 
his game needs tightening tp. He has very 
little control over his ground shots, while 
he does not watch the ball sufficiently closely 
when he comes in to the net. He hit some 

rand shots against Ryan, but they were too 
ew and far between. J. O’Keeffe was rather 
unfortunate in finding R. J. Sandys in par- 
ticularly merciless form, and he played far 
better than the score indicates. ‘He has a 
nice, kicking service, while he placed his 
short volleys cleverly, but he hits his groamd 
shots too late, and at present does not get 
sufficient punch into them. Campbell was 
also uncertain from the back of the court, 
and has a weak service, while “Wilson ”' 
could never match Roy Brown’s steadin2ss. 
It was left to the two most experienced men 
to put the up best show. E. D. Hill pressed 
Fannin all the way in two sets, getting every- 
thing back and keeping a good length, while 
H. €C. Brown, who, no doubt, was placed 
No. 5 in Order that the younger men 
on the side should be tested out, showed his 
usual severity at the net, as well as a remark- 
able ability to recover most of his opponent’s 
best shots, and saved Ulster from a complete 


rout. 

The Leinster team all played extremely 
well. While not as deadly at the net as 
he can be, Ryan had complete control of his 
ground shots, and was far too severe for 
Jackson, while Sandys has certainly not 
played better this year. He hardly gave a 
single point away, his retrieving being just 
as good as' his shots, and O'Keeffe well earned 
his three games. If worried at times by his 
opponent’s persistency, Fannin was able to 
produce his best shots to- finish off each set, 
while Kennedy and Roy Brown never allowed 
their opponents to settle down. H. C. Brown 
has shown his ability against the best players 
in Ireland, so Egan. did really well to take 
the second set and make a close match of it. 
His passing shots were very well directed in 
the second set, but he could not quite keep it 
up against the active Ulsterman. 

The doubles produced some capital play, 
better even than the singles, Ryan and 
Sandys ran into their best form after losing 
the first set to H. C, Brown and Hill, but 
though they only lost two games in the last 
two sets they had to work hard, and there 
were some brilliant rallies. Brown’s ability 
to get back the hardest smashes was quite 
astonishing, but Hill was not up to the same 
standard. Jackson’s mistakes made matters 
rather easy for Fannin and Kennedy, though 
Campbell played well, but the Ulster pair 
missed a great chance of taking the last 
double, as they led 4-3 and 40-love on Egan’s 
service in the final set, but lost that game 
and the next two for the match.

JOHN BURKE DEFEATED. 


McCONNELL AND BROWN TO MEET 
IN IRISH CLOSE FINAL.

John Burke, four times winner of the 

Trish Close Amateur Championship, 
‘was fully expected to make another record for 
the event by winning it again, but in the 
fourth round he was beaten by a golfer of 
quite as much experience as himself, and one 
who played better golf. I have seen Roy 
McConnell play in most of his championship 
matches. 1 watched him in the 1927 final for 
the Irish Open Amateur Championship at 
Newcastle, which he won; but it is a very 
moot point if he produced more finished golf 
in any of them than he did to-day to beat 
the champion by one hole in as interesting a 
struggle as has been waged in one of our 
national contests for years. 

It was, of course, a disappointment that the 
Lahinch player went down, but he surely has 
had his share of honours and distinctions for 
the last five years, and it was time that the 
title changed hands, McConnell is staging, as 
1 have remarked, a come-back. He has been 
out of the game for a few years, but he is 
playing as well as ever, and opinions are 
pretty evenly divided as to whether the local 
favourite, Joseph Brown, will be able to stop 
his progress over 36 holes to-morrow. Brown 
has been exhibiting most convincing form, 
and it must develop into a great battle if they 
are each playing as they played to-day and 
through the championship. 

THE SEMI-FINALS. 

The semi-finals were, perhaps, disappointing. 
Cecil Ewing was no match for Brown, who 
beat him ó and 2, and thus avenged his 
Sligo defeat. The Sligo man, after holding 
his own for the first 9, fading out at the 
thirteenth, which he played very poorly in- 
deed. He had been one down at the ninth, 
being 37 to his opponent’s 36. Brown plaved 
but one bad hole, that being the sighth, the 
second to which he cut, with the result that 
he lost it to a four, but when they drove to 
the thirteenth he was three up. There, in” 
front of the green, Ewing topped his second 
hard and sent it scuffling over the green. He 
foozled the short pitch Gack, and failed even 
with the next to get on the green, and picked 
up after Brown had played his second past 
the hole from the back of the green. That 
was virtually the end of the match, which 
closed at the fifteenth. 

The other semi-final, between McConnell 
and Redmond Simcox, went to the seven- 
teenth, where the Ulster man won. The golf 
was good, with McConnell a shade the 
steadier on the way in. There was nothing 
in it on the outward holes, both taking 37, 
and the match being all square, but after they 
had played the thirteenth McConnell had 
gone into a lead of three, winning the tenth 
in three, the thirteenth in three—he holed a 
long one there—and the fourteenth in three. 
The match was quite uneventual, and was 
featured, by the steadiness of the Portrush 
representative on the greens. As a matter of 
fact, his putting has been his strong suit all 
through, and, with himself and Brown put- 
ting with the same deadly accuracy and con- 
fidence as they have been displaying in each 
match, the final promises to resolve itself into 
a test of nerves on the fiery, slippery greens, 
which are more nerve-racking than at any 
other time since the championship opened.
